The people 
soon filled the streets, and were not 
long in learning that tv/o business 
places had been dynamited. The res- 
taurant of John Adams, occupying a 
small two story frame structure, was 
completely wrecked and the contents 
piled in a heap. MSss Mary Adams, 
who was sleeping in a rear apartment, 
was thrown against a, ceiling and fell 
to the floor, but escaped serious in- 
jury. 


The second explosion was at the 


drugstore of E. Z. Aylcsworth. 
One

At Ostt-nd balli- 
Ing. which is the most striking thing 
about the city, Js carried on in ac- 
cordance witb continental ideas of pro- 
priety most shocking to the average 
American. 
Instead of the ordinary 


dressing rooms. Ostend was tbe lirst 
place, to use the little individual bouses 
on wheels, into which the intending 
bather goes to disrobe and don bis or 
her bathing suit. Tbe house is then 
wheeled out in the water by a horse 
driven by a man employed for that 
purpose. The steps are let down from 
the little bouse, and tbe bather enters 
the water without having to prome- 
nade over tbe sand. At tbe end of tbe 
bath tbe bather mounts the steps into 
bis little bouse and, calling the driver 
again, has his dressing room hauled up 
high and dry on tbe shore, where, hav- 
ing dressed at bis leisure, he leaves 
tbe key witb an attendant and goes on 
bis way. Tbe bathing costumes seen 
at Ostend are noted for their scanti- 
ness, tbe striking peculiarity of wbicb, 
however, lies in the fact that tbe suits 
worn by the women rarely, ife ever, 
have any skirts attached to them, ev- 
erybody — men, women «nd children 
alike— wearing tight fitting suits, the 
suits furnished by most of the public 
bath bouses being identically the same 
for both men and women. 


Tbe scene on the beach is one of 


great animation, and when the bathers 
engage, as they frequently do, in a 
game resembling basket ball, played 
with a large inflated rubber ball, the 
mingling of varicolored bathing suits 
and tbe darting hither and thither of 
tbe bathers at play, now on the beach 
and again in tbe water, is a sight nev- 
er to be forgotten.— Leslie's Weekly.

A Sort of Temporary Paralysis That 


Sometimes Affects Track Men. 


"Tbe numerous fatal accidents report- 


ed in the newspapers to rail layers that 
occur every year on tbe various rail- 
road systems throughout tbe country 
are not in every case due, as is gen- 
erally supposed by tbe public, to neg- 
ligence or carelessness on tbe part of 
tbe workers themselves," said a New 
York physician and surgeon employed 
by tbe New York Central ra'ilroad. 


"The fact is, the hearing of these 


men in time becomes affected owing 
to the constant stooping position wbicb 
tbey are obliged to assume in laying 
the rails, putting the bolts in, etc., and 
that_ renders them , of ten oblivious to 
approaching trains, 
notwithstanding 


the fact that they work in gangs and 
have lookout men near at baud. An- 
other fact which is accountable in 
many instances for fatal accidents -to 
rail layers is what is known among 
tbe men themselves as 'engine trance.' 
This I might describe more clearly as 
a temporary sort of paralysis which af- 
feets simultaneously both the mind 
and body. The 'stroke' lasts only a 
few seconds, but those few seconds 
mean life or death when a fast train is 
approaching. 


"A rail layer who may be in perfect 


physical condition is not proof against 
the powerful fascination as he gazes 
along the rails and sees an engine 
with its row of cars coming toward 
him at express speed. Although he has 
been warned by the lookout and the 
sL-outs of his fellows of the approach- 
ing danger, he will pay no heed, but 
stand spellbound for an instant. And 
that instant's delay is generally fatal, 
or, if not, it results in the amputation 
of a leg. 


"There are few rail layers who have 


not, tbey will tell yon, experienced this 
peculiar trance at one time or another 
during their careers on the'track. Ani- 
mals are also subject to 'engine trance,' 
particularly dogs and cats, and that no 
doubt accounts to some extent for the 
large number of them as well as other 
animals that are killed on the railroad." 
—Xew York Times.

called "elimination by substitution." 
But all thinking, spontaneous or forc- 
ed, draws more or less blood to tbe 
brain, prevents deep inhalations and 
bars the gate to the kingdom of dreams. 
Any device, on the 'other band, which 
will moJke one take deep, long breaths 
spontaneously, tbe invariable forerun- 
ner of sleep, may be counted upon as a 
genuine remedy for insomnia. Ev,en 
deep breathing which is forced is bet- 
ter than any purely mental attempt to 
win sleep, but if- the deep 'breathing 
can be produced involuntarily one is 
sure of a passport to Nodland. 
(After several nights of experiment 
to this desired end tbe writer decided 
to apply the principle adopted by the 
masseurs, who begin their manipula- 
tions "at the point farthest from the 
seat of difficulty," which in tbe case 
of insomnia would be the feet. Lying 
on the right side, with the knees to- 
gether and considerably flexed, tbe 
victim of insomnia should begin to 
pedal both his feet slowly up and 
down, with the movement entirely in 
the ankles. The pedaling should keep 
time with the natural rhythm of res- 
piration and be continued-'-'until it Js 
followed by deep and 
spontaneous 


breathing. 


Several people who have tried this 


remedy report that involuntary deep 
breathing invariably begins 
before 


they haVe pedaled up and down a 
dozen times. In obstinate cases of in- 
somnia the patient may need to keep 
up the pedaling two or three minutes 
or even more, with intermissions, -if 
necessary. The treatment may also be 
varied by moving the feet alternately 
instead of simultaneously, though the 
latter method has proved the mqre 
speedily efficacious in the cases known 
to the writer. The explanation of the 
result obtained" is probably simple. 
The blood is pumped from the head, 
and with the removal of brain tension 
a general relaxation follows, with a se- 
quent deep respiration and its result- 
mg ' sleep.—Good Hou sekeeping.

Fcrcli lira* Valued In Germany For 


Its Curative Properties, and Carp 
Was Held In High Esteem In Old 
England—Tbe PJUyfticittn of Fishes, 
Fishing literature prior to the days 


and writings of Izaak Walton opens 
up points of interest which are unique. 
Not the least interesting are the con- 
stant references of the early writers to 
the medicinal virtues of fish. Of course 
many of the salt aad fresh water fish- 
es mentioned by the old writers are 
not recognized in the waters of today, 
but the fresh water perch, caip, km.h 
and eel are yet recognized, and it is in 
connection with these fish that some 
of the quaintest ideas as to their me- 
dicinal virtues have prevailed. 


The Germans have a comparative 


proverb which says, "More wholesome 
than a perch of the Rhine," and it *s 
certain that from the earliest times 
this familiar fish has been esteemed as 
one of tlie best gastronomic produc- 
tions of fresh water. It has also been 
ascribed medicinal virtues. Gesner says 
that physicians value the perch so 
much that they recommend it to be 
freely eaten by wounded men, women 
in childbed and those suffering from 
dangerous fevers. Aldrovandus praises 
it-and mentions that the two otoolitbs 
("round bones") found in the head of 
the perch are marvclously good for 
stone in the bladder. 


That the carp was esteemed in olden 


times in England is certain. Dame 
Berners, writing in her quaint "Trea- 
tysee of Eysshynge" Wyth an Angle," 
published in 1490, says, "The carpe be 
a deyntous fish, but there ben few in 
Englonge." Being "deyntous"—I. e., 
"dainty"—it must have been a good fish 
at that time to eat. It bas certainly 
lost its character since then. 


In the art of lealiug the carp plnys a 


respectable part. One old writer speaks 
of the fat of tbe carp as being of mi- 
raculous power for the alleviation of 
"hot rheumatism." The manner of its 
application was by frequent rubbing 
on tbe painful part, and the effect was 
said to be eminently mollifying and 
salutary. The triangular bones in the 
throat of the carp on being ground to 
powder and applied to a wound or 
bleeding nose were said to act as styp- 
tic. The gall was also said to have 
been used for sore eyes, and "above 
the eyes." says an old J&sculapius, 
"two little bones exist, semicircular iu 
shape, wuich are diligently preserved 
by noble females against the lunatical 
disease."

• Shelley Had Interfered. 


In his "Rossptti Papers" William 


Kossetti says that when Shelley Tvas 
staying in the Mlla of the Gisbornes 
a most droll Incident occurred. It ap- 
pears that his servants, Giuseppe and 
Annunziatn, who were man and wife, 
quarreled, and Shelley, .bearing Gin-' 
seppe abusing his wife- very savagely 
and also ill using her, rushed upon him 
with a pistol, shouting: "I'll shoot you! 
I'll shoot you!" The startled fellow 
ran for his very life, Shelley after 
him, till the sen ant, coming to a shrub- 
bery of laurels, managed to slip under 
them, Shelley, in his eagerness, dat ting 
past him. The servant in-a few. min- 
utes found it possible to dodge back 
Into the house uupercened. Shelley, 
seeing him no more, at last went back 
to the house, M here, to his unutterable 
surprise, he found Giuseppe and An- 
nunziata sitting together in the most 
amicable manner, addressing each oth- 
er as "caro" arid "carissinia." "But 
were you not quairelmg e\en now?" 
exclaimed the perplexed poet "Quar- 
reling? ' gasped Giuseppe in amaze- 
ment. "No, signer, we never quarrel- 
ed." "But 1 have been running after 
you in order to shoot you." "No. si- 
gnor, you never ran after me, for I have 
been sitting here for the last hour or 
more. You must have -fancied all this."

has made a special study of dipsoma- 
nia. "I find, on the contrary, that the 
habitual drunkard is not abnormally 
addicted to the use of tobacco. He may 
use the weed as a lesser stimulant 
when not strongly under the influence 
of alcohol, but when the drink gets 
firmly intrenched in his system he cares 
nothing for tobacco, for then it has lost 
its force and its influence upon bis 
nerves.

curious fact that in the case of the 
moderate drinker, who also smokes, the 
cutting off of his supply of tobacco will 
increase his appetite for alcoholic bev- 
erages, and -while at first the liquor 
will not affect him nearly^ so much as 
when he is smoking, in the end it will 
do him up. Consequently it is safe to 
assume that the man who always used 
liquor and tobacco in moderation will, 
if he gives up tobacco, take more 
Strongly to liquor. In fact, this is no 
assumption; it has been demonstrated^ 
on ^numerous occasions."—Philadelphia 
Record.

No 
man envies what be con surpass or 


May Explode and Cause Injury 


to Those Who May Be Near. 


Do you know that the siphon bottle 


ordinarily used for vicbyr soda water 
and otber^efEervescent drinks is usually 
charged with a pressure of from 120 to 
ICO pounds to the'square inch? The 
danger likely to result from an explo 
sion of one of these little household ar- 
ticles is by no means inconsiderable 
and yet the average person handles a 
siphon as though it were the mosl 
harmless thing in the world. 


There are two or three things to re- 


member in handling siphons: Never 
keep your siphons near the range, for 
the unusual heat is more likely than 
anything else to canse an explosion. 
Don't subject the bottle to any sudden 
change of temperature whatever. For 
Instance, if you keep your siphons ha 
the ice box—and that is the best and 
safest place for them—doa't grasp the 
glass part of the bottle with your warm 
hand, for the sudden change of temper- 
ature is apt to cause an explosion. The 
best way to carry a siphon at all times 
is by the metal top at the head of the 
bottle. It is needless to say the great- 
est care should be taken not to drop a 
siphon, for an explosion is, the inev- 
itable result. When empty. Ihe siphon 
is, of course, quite harmless. 


That these bottles are considered a 


great source of dnuger is evidenced by 
the fact that the courts inevitably hold 
the bottlers strictly liable for all dam- 
ages resulting from the explosion,of 
one of them if even the slightest defect 
in the manufacture of the bottle can 
be shown.—Washington Tunes.

HJSTORY OF THE ANCHOR. 


Varion* ImproT-eraenla Tlinl Have 


Bees Made Iu Its Sltape. 


The ships' anchors in general used tip 


:o the beginning of the last century 
eonsisted of a long, round iron shank, 
fcaving two 
comparatively 
short, 


straight arms or flukes, inclined to the 
shank at an angle of about 40 degrees 
and meeting it in a somewhat sharp 
point at the cnrvv-n. In. large anchors 
the bulky wooden stock was bnilt up 
of several pieces, hooped together, the 
whole tapering outward to the ends, 
especially on the aft or cable side. 
About the beginning of the last cen- 
tury a clerk in the Plymouth naval 
yard, Pering by name, suggested cer- 
tain improvements, the most important 
of which was making the arms curved 
instead of straight. At first sight this 
staple change may seem of little value, 
but consideration will show that this is 
not the case. The holding power of an 
anchor depends on two principal con- 
ditions—namely, the extent of useful 
holding surface and the amount of 
vertical penetration. 
The latter qual- 


ity is necessary on account of the na- 
ture of ordinary sea bottoms, the sur- 
face layers of which are generally less 
tenacious and resisting than is - the 
ground a short distance below. 


In the year 1S31 chain cables began 


to supersede the hempen ones, with 
the result that the long shanked an- 
chors hitherto in vogue were no longer 
neclssary, and anchors with shorter 
shanks and with heavier and stronger 
crowns gradually came into Use. In 
consequence 'of these changes a com- 
mission was appointed iu the year 1S38 
to inquire into the holding power of an- 
chors, and a principal result of its la- 
bors was tlie adoption of the so called 
admiralty pattern anchor, which con- 
tinned to be used in the navy up to the 
year 1860. 
The invention of tue steam 


hammer in 1842 made the welding of 
heavy masses of iron a comparatively 
easy and reliable process, so that fronr 
thls time onward the strength of an- 
chors fully kept pace with that of the 
chain cables which bad come into gen- 
eral use. 


A number of patents for anchors 


were taken out prior to the jrreat ex- 
hibition of 1851. and. public attention 
having been called to the models there 
shown, in the following year a commit- 
tee was appointed by the admiralty to 
report on the qualifications of anchors 
of the various kind1;. 1'rsictiCTl trials 
were then instituted, nnd as a result 
Trotman's anchor took lh« highest 
place, Kodger's anchor being second 
on the list Some of the tests to which 
the anchors were submitted were of 
doubtful value, such, for instance, as 
"facility fof sweeping." 
Nowadays, 


however, at all events for deep ships 
in shallow harbors, it is considered an 
advantage for an anchor to offer as lit- 
tle obstruction as possible above the 
ground.—Science Siftiujrs.
